“The worst ones are when you pick up the phone 
and the person on the other end says, ‘He’s beating 
me, he’s beating me,’ but you can’t calm the person 
down enough to get a straight answer,” said Betty 
Engemann, director of the Center for Women and 
Children in Crisis.

make your hair stand on end,” she said. 

Many people might lose control in a such a situa- 
tion, but Engemann said that possibility is handled 
in the training for crisis line workers. The worker 
has to maintain a professional distance in order to 
get the necessary information to be of any help. 

Pam Johstoneaux, case manager at Mountain 
View Hospital’s Mental Health Pavilion, said the 
caller will react to the worker’s voice. 

“If my voice goes up and I escalate, they escalate 
and pretty soon you know we’re all hysterical. I 
just know if I get out of control or get emotional, I 
can’t help that person, so that’s the message I give 
myself,” she said. 

A hard call to deal with is when the person is 
intoxicated or in a drug-use situation because it is 
impossible to reason with him, Johstoneaux said. 
Frequently those calls aren’t as much of an imme-

Ken Cozzens, director of Needs Assessment 
and Referral at Charter Canyon Hospital in 
Orem, said because the hospital has programs 
dealing with psychiatric and anxiety disorders 
and chemical dependency, the calls received on 
the crisis line are extremely varied. Calls can 
range from someone wanting information about 
the hospital to someone set on killing himself. 

“Several times I’ve talked people out of guns or 
pills. We've had to trace calls to get numbers to 
send paramedics, and they are definite crisis 
calls. Just two days ago we got a call from a girl 
where her mom had overdosed,” he said. 

Although Cozzens worked on the police force 
and as an emergency medical technician before 
taking charge of the crisis line, he said it’s almost 
impossible to learn to deal with some situations.

Soviet parliament 
gives Yeltsin more 
reform power

MOSCOW — Russian leader Boris 
Yeltsin on Thursday won sweeping 
powers to rule by decree in the 
biggest Soviet republic, greatly in- 
creasing his ability to implement re- 
forms and stand up to his rival, 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 

The breakthrough on the eighth 
day of the stalemated Russian Con- 
gress of People’s Deputies gives 
Yeltsin the means to try to override 
opposition in his own republic and 
face the Soviet president on a more 
equal footing. 

“It will equalize their positions and 
will let them cooperate,” said Alexan- 
der Rutskoy, 
leader of a newly 
formed group of 


The power struggle was the back- 
ground for the impasse at the Russian 
parliament, a 1,063-member body 
that was roughly split between re- 
formers and conservatives until Rut- 
skoy’s group bolted from the hard- 
line bloc Communists of Russia. 

“We hope to become a mediating 
group to find a way out” of the 
Yeltsin-Gorbachev standoff, said An- 
drei Dunayev, a co-leader of the 96- 
member parliamentary group that 
calls itself Communists for Democ- 
racy.

Toxin levels decreasing 


Wastewater releases expected to drop

State officials have good news to 
report on water pollution in Utah. 

According to a report recently re- 
leased by the Utah Department of 
Health, the amount of toxic chemicals 
released into Utah waters by indus- 
try is decreasing. The trend is ex- 
pected to continue because of local 
cleanup efforts. 

Neil Taylor, emergency response 
manager for the Bureau of Environ- 
mental Response and Remediation, 
said the report — the Utah Toxic Re- 
lease Inventory — is a compilation of 
reports of chemical releases during 
1990 from various Utah industries. 

“Utah manufacturers that use, pro- 
cess or manufacture certain toxic 
chemicals are required by law to re- 
port all air, water and land releases of 
these chemicals,” Taylor said. 

According to the report, the 
amount of chemicals released 
dropped more than 13 percent from

Cave explorer safe; 4-day ordeal ends 


CARLSBAD, N.M: “— Rescuers overcame a maze of narrow pasSAges, 
massive cliffs and treacherous chasms to pull an injuredsexplorer from the 
nation’s deepest cave early Thursday. 

“Oh, the stars are out tonight,” a jubilant Emily Mobley said after her 
stretcher poked out of Lechuguilla Cave in Carlsbad Caverns National Park. 

Mobley, 40, had a simple fracture of the left tibia and was in good condition, 
said Ruth Mead, a Guadalupe Medical Center spokeswoman. She said doctors 
in Carlsbad would set Mobley’s leg Friday.

“In 1990, Geneva Steel has built 
new biological treatment facilities to 
specifically reduce ammonia wastew- 
ater releases.” 

Geneva spokesman Mitch Haws 
said a $6.5 million “bug plant” was 
completed at Geneva in September 
1990 and has “microorganisms that 
are trained to eat ammonia.” 

We expect a reduction of well over 
90 percent now that the system is on 
line,” Haws said.

Aruri pointed out that even the 
United States has. become frustrated 
with the hard-line stance taken by Is- 
rael in regard to peace, and has called 
the Shamir government in Israel “the 


-most extreme right-wing govern- 


ment Israel has ever had.” 

Shamir’s last peace plan, which was 
sponsored in part by the Bush admin- 
istration in reaction to Palestinian 
peace initiatives, was withdrawn 


when Shamir was attacked by ultra- 
conservative members of his own 
Cabinet, Aruri said. 

With the Gulf War ending so well 
for Israel and the West, the 
prospects for the Palestinians are 
even worse today, he said. Despite 
the fact the PLO “did not give any 
blessing to Iraq’s occupation of 
Kuwait,” and that — several 
Palestinian leaders publicly con- 
demned Saddam Hussein’s action, 
the Palestinians are condemned “be- 
cause they condemned all acquisi- 
tions through force — including Is- 
rael’s occupation of Palestinian 
lands,” Aruri said.

The water craft, which resemble 
large Jet Skis, can function in water 
as shallow as 18 inches, Frandsen 
said. They are like mini jet boats. 

One reason Frandsen made the do- 
nation, he said, is because of the dan- 
gerous image such personal water 
craft have. — 

“They have received a lot of nega- 
tive publicity,” he said. 

He compared the vehicles’ image to 
that of ATVs. Frandsen said he wants 
to show that the water craft can be 
used safely.

6 Orem autos to use 
alternative fuels

The city of Orem plans to begin ex- 
periments with alternative fuels to 
power six of its vehicles. 

The experiment, which should last 
for about a year, will include the test- 
ing afid monitoring of three vehicles 
equipped: to use compressed natural 

as. 

The other three vehicles will be 
equipped to use propane gas. 

Dary] Berlin, Orem’s city manager, 
said none of the city’s public service 
vehicles, such as police, ambulance or 
other emergency units, will be used 
for testing. 

The decision to use alternative fuel 
testing comes in response to concerns 
about the impact of automobile ex- 
haust on Utah Valley’s air quality. 

Two companies, Mountain Fuel and 
Petrolane, have announced that they 
will be helping in the experiment.

Stewart Cowley, supervisor for 
Orem’s Solid Waste and Management 
Department, said the alternative fuel 
systems have many benefits. 

One benefit is the ability to switch 
back and forth between using gaso- 
line and selected alternative fuels. 

Additional benefits include engines 
that run cleaner and last longer, a 
reduction in the number of oil changes 
and less harmful emissions. 

Some of the disadvantages with al- 
ternative fuels include a 10 percent 
loss in a vehicle’s power and no major 
changes in gas mileage.
